1 cant keep losing money all the time because, weB, 1 don't earn any money at aD with what J da 
Have 2 demos due out this year (maybe more), the much - anticipated Nose Candy full length CO, 
travelling on tour with Steve Towson and more. Since I don't believe in charging stupid prices for CDs (like 
some bands charge $15. Hello?! You siao ahV. Check out my Critique Of Jhe Singapore MentaJttjrfuxthet 
down the zine), the least I can do is be careful with my money, I have to make sure every fucking dollar 
counts now, in order for me to still sell my releases for cheap prices. 

Also, I freelance for work. We all know how much work fucking sucks, which is why I decided not to work 
full time for some idiot 1 don't care about What do I freelance in? On a good month 1 would probably be 
involved in a theater production, or doing events related work. On a bad month I'm doing janitorial work, 
emptying bins, sweeping floors and disposing litter in smelly rubbish chutes.

Therein comes the next question. Why the fuck am J still Involved in punk then, if its so Westernized, if Us so '

I wondered the same thing I pondered, looked at myself, scrutinized my surroundings. 

Yes, punkrock as a culture is White. But what many fail to realize is that, apart from the "white" connotation, ; :-c<~ 
punk as we know it comes from a white perspective. ' '." ' ' . ' - 6 ' ',. 

A white perspective, a whhe-eirvironment response to a self-destructing world 
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(Back to the initial question: why did punk exist in the first place?) 

Punk was a reaction to a tucked up world, further illustrated and developed with time and various forms of 
expressionism. 

Pimkrock as an idea was a rebellion, an alternative to a filched up white/Western society remember? 

Early punk existed because obviously some people were fucking things up, and some people (in this case, white 

people) reacted to it Its that simple. 

Now put that analogy into a simpler perspective. 

You are relaxing on your soft, minding your own business. Suddenly in comes Big Bully. Big Bully tells you to 
move. You refuse. Big Bully pushes you away. What do you do? You push back because you refuse to be bullied 

further. 

The Big Bully in the "real world" could be anyone you sing songs about; be they the stale, the government, the 
racists, the corporations, war, disease, capitalism, communism, democracy, the homophobes, the religious 
fanatics. God, Satan, your own rucking selfish selves; anybody. 

You respond Through music. Through art. Through film. Through mime. Through appearance. Through 
thought Through ideas. Through zines. Through spoken word. Through anarchism. Through acts of boycott 
Through punk and hardcore. 

In short, you are responding to a threat Theoretically punk is responding to threats. 
So in essence, punk to me is a response. 

Responses and reactions are not "white". They are not "Black" or "Asian" or Martian. They are HUMAN 

INSTINCTS. 

True; i deal istical ly South East Asian hardcore should be full of sarong-wearing punks hitting tablas and sitan 
(Indian instruments) and screaming about world oppression through gamelan (Asian traditional music ensemble) 
performances and tarian Jawa (Javanese traditional dance). Could we have that someday? Maybe. Maybe never. 
But I guess most of us are happy being 'part-Western' playing Western styles of music to express our rage. What 
better soundtrack is there to our rage and despair other than D-beat crust or grindcore or fast straight up 
hardcore? With all due respect to traditional musicians, I'd rather review fast hardcore instead of some authentic 
Asian music (unless of course if it's got punkrock lyrics and sing alongsl ©). 

After all, the world is getting smaller. The West is part-Eastern too. People eat rice over there People practise 
fengshui over there. That's good Cross-cultural permeation isnt a bad thing. At least sometimes. 

So to offer an answer to this confusing jargon; I'm still involved in this punkrocV-hc scene because I saw sense 
in it I learnt so much from it I have to come this whole complex viewpoint because punkrock and hardcore 
made me a thinking person. 

True, I went through the typical early stages of the hardcore Irid. I worshipped bands, went by the book (or 
should I say lyric sheets) and chose to only discuss topics coherent to standard punkrock issues. But doesn't 

everybody? 

And as time went by all my peers dropped out of hardcore/punk. Maybe they never saw the sense in it Or maybe 

they did bmtafled to put things m perspective and to l^thmgs 

being too aware while those around them were apathetic. Or maybe they just didn't get ft. 

The zines never lasted because they got tired of discussing the same old things. 

The bands never lasted because they ran out of styles to emulate. 

(Then again, some bands never progressed from their first gig 1 0 years ago. Same music style same rehashed 
lyrics. Sometimes I wonder why those bands never died.) 
Everyone dropped out because punk was boring. 

Well, if you fail to push the boundaries, if you fail to put tilings on par with your immediate environment, if 
progression to you is 'maturing' from spite-filled songs to that of wimpy 'life is good' emo songs, if you fail to 
practice what you preach, if you fail from thinking outside of your ideologies, if you fail to question your 
upbringing or status quo, if you fail from thinking... of course punkrock will be boring. 

What I've realized is this; be as punk-as-fuck as you want, but remember that punk and rebellion as a whole can 
only work if its done RELEVANTLY. 

You cant squat here unlike all those cool c rustics in England? Fine. Live in a home. 
Cant evade the corporations? Consume selectively then. 

Hate your job but don't have social welfare? Find a job within the scope of your hobbies. 

Think anarchy is impossible in your capitalism-Uttered area? Then live the way you honestly want, without 

reference to ANYTHING. 

Think that leather jacket is too expensive? Steal ft. Or better yet, don't bother. It's not even cold here.

Also, how many of us have said things like "oh I'm just a new guy in the scene, my zine is shit". WelL for your 
information don't you think its insulting to me (a reader, maybe even a consumer) that you're selling me shir? 
Yes I agree that arrogant bastards can fuck off but if you don't give yourself a chance at doing things, who win? 
Too many of us try to emulate and imitate. Doesn't originality, heart and soul mean a thing to you fucks? 
There's also the notion that the more contacts you have, the 'bigger fuck" you are. Ft»ck that Dcfl't wluru 
look at me when I say I have comacts all over the world. FoQow my lead Read through your flyers and zines, 
take a pen (or type an email, whichever) and GET IN TOUCH vvim the aildresseel There are no rockstars no 
pedestals no writing standards in hardcore punk!

We got the whole thing going for both installments. I fucked a few things up myself, in DE-GENDER-AL1ZE 
Part 1 1 fucked up with the funds, misused them, whatever. I take total responsibility for that its my fault Since 
then I've shunned from 'treasurer* roles because I know for a fact I'm bad with money. 
The shows never really went the way 1 wished they should or could have but I feel it is not proper to discuss this 
in the zine, since 1 co-organized this with many others. 

Yes true it talus a lot of effort to do a show. There is planning, budgeting, sourcing of venues, bands and 
whatever. I don't mind the hard work, and that is what I've always done, (recently ive co-ordinated tours which 
is far much more work than just doing a show and I've never complained, just in case you questioned my effort). 
But the experiences I have witnessed and bitter rrwmerrts I've garnered from just doing shows is enough to put 
me off at least for now. 

In the DE-G ENDER-ALIZE aeries, 1 did a lot of work because everyone else had commitments. Which, as I 
said earlier, is fine. But what pissed me off were the rumours that went around of me trying to 'take over' the gig 
Now when you're helping some people and that is the thanks you get, you would of course feel like shit 
After DE-GENDER-ALfZE I co-organized a few shows with other kids but I stopped because I was just 
devastated at the response. Not so much with the number of people. I'd rather mate a loss at a show with just 20 
kids who are really supportive of the whole idea than make hmidreds of dollars from 250 idiots. Arrogant, 
selfish, irtcc™iderate...rve seen enough of these bastards. 

On show days I've had sound support show up late, but interestingly I never fault them. 1 always feel that the 
biggest assholes at a show were the people themselves. 

First some people just wont rucking pay up. They give me all that "key bro, you 're my friend let me in for free". 
Don't get me wrong I would let everyone in for free if I couldl But who is going to pay for the sound, the venue? 
Already bands are not being paid in Singapore because everything is so expensive! The only bands that get paid 
are foreign bands on tour, and even so hs not rrrtKh. ff you're really my fuckir* 

paying the door entry! If you really cant afford it, sit around and help clean up I Or guard the amps from being 
kicked over by some crazy punk! Be there and SHOW ME your friendship! 

I would make exceptions for those who have sincere difficulties or are showing that they are helping out in one 
way or another. If someone who runs a distro asks me if he can get a discount I would relent If someone who I 
know has put her heart, soul and purse into her zine asks for free entry I might consider. 
But if every single lazy drunk asshole asks for free entry its not going to be fair to ANYONE. Seriously fd 
rather have people gatecrash without me knowing (something ive done before) than someone who calls mo a 
friend but doesn't justify that claim. 

That isrrt the worst yet Ive seen people who never flicking paid any entry fee due to whatever reason, then buy 
lob of cigarettes and beer, ff you're hungry mat's fine but cigarettes and beer which cost more than the door fee? 
So you cant help a "friend" who is already broke beyond description but you can satisfy your own selfish 
desires? To all these people, I don't care if you're my friend or not... here is my big FUCK Y0U1 

Then there are the bands! Bands who come late. Who purposely avoid coming early to not be the 'first band'. 
Bands with totally stuck up attitudes. Bands who never bother to say thank you Bands who demand this and that 
but never even bother to think what I go through. Ive had people who recruest for certain bands to be on the bill 
of a show I'm organizing with like 5 other people but at the end of the day never get any respect or thanks from 
them FUCK YOU ALL SUCK COCK AND EAT SHIT. 

Then there are the people you ran the show withl There would be conflict of interests, then there would just be 
too many opinions. If we bad 5 venues, 450 bands and $3 million dollars to spare I wouldn't mind doing all sorts

(Tomas Jcmbcrg of 
Destination Records from Sweden, where are your I owe 
you cash, i think) Yes i am slow, and inefficient 
Unfortunately, lag expensive way of life here in Singapore 
does little to rectify that.

Maybe it's not overly necessary to come 
half way across the globe to tell people 
what they should already know, it's 
somewhat harder to put those theories into 
practise I guess, a bit of positive re- 
enforcement can always help. Se played 
pretty well, not exactly heaps of people 
there, just some friends and interested 
(read: polite) onlookers (mainly of the 
activist persuasion, so most hadn't really 
been exposed to too much loud and 
aggressive stuff) . It was a benefit for 
Barricade Books, our floundering anarcho 
book shop here in Melb., and was held at a 
community warehouse space called Irene- 
F.N.B., Barricade, and many other groups 
have their base here, as well as a 
rehearsal/recording space, bike workshop 
etc. A really cool space to be sure!!

To say 
that marijuana Is not a fucking drug and its fucking okay to smoke weed If you know what Its for. . ■ 
I'm straightedge because I want to be, and not to fit In. Hell, straightedge was never meant to Bt In.

While I must maintain that keeping off cigarettes and alcohol does a bit for the animals too (tobacco 
companies constantly does tests on animals to measure the levels of toxicity In their products, and some I 
beers have animal extracts; more on that later), I do think that Straightedge and" its "rules" are silly. But 1 
more often than not, these rules were brought about by kids (presumably huge fans of such bands like 
YOT and EC) who misinterpret the aformentJoned bands Ideas, repeat what they say and consequently 
create a set of rules for their Xed up friends to follow.

While 
it may be human to make mistakes, he is definitely not 
someone to rip people off. He's a nice guy, and perhaps too 
nice. He ia » victim of sabotage. 



You see, Abdul Hadi as far as i know, is the vocalist for 
5ociaI Integration and runs One Voice Recs/Distro Both 
are cool and worth checking out. Nothing more, and 
DEFINITELY NOT Stand Alone Records. 
For those in the dark, due to postal service inconsistencies, 
it would be hard for huge parcels to go direct to Malaysia, 
there are always chances that any parcel sent to Malaysia 
will be stolen or eonfiscated. There are many reasons 
behind this from paranoia to artistic conservatism to plain 
corruption. Hence a few people who have mailing 
addresses in Malaysia utilize addresses of their friends in 
neighbouring country Singapore when awaiting large 
parcels. The parcels will then be handed over by the 
Singaporean addressee when his/her Malaysian friend 
comes to visit or vice versa. I know a lew people who do 
this for safety reasons. 

Abdul Hadi's address is no exception. Ho has helped a few 
people this way. However his address has beat made use of 
by 2 scumbags who have ripped various labels off. Kuan 
Busted Heads to C AH, and many mare. These 2 scumbags 
are :

1 am an only child. Which is not really a common thing here in Singapore. Bat I was also a latch key kkt (which 
means when 1 was young I'm usually atone at tone after school) Pa nines would always be oul to work. But 1 dont 
blame them, never have and never win. 

My mom would always put me up at my aunfs place during the holidays. Maybe she didn't want me bored. Maybe 
she didnt want me sneaking into bad company in the midst of my loneliness (too late! Hahaha! ©). Whatever it 
was it was good old maternal instincts. Dad too did his bit, sending me to my grandma's place on some weekends. 

But crashing at relatives' places aside, I was mosdy lonely and hi turn got a litde depressed I grew up in Potong 
Pasir, a really small estate. I hvedm a quaint part of the estate, in the innermost block. It was a quiet place, though 
a little too quiet There was a park behind my block and the park interjoinedthebankofahnge drain. Or river. 
Whatever. So needless to say It was pretty eerie at night 

1 had introverted neighbours who always shut their doors. My parents did the, same, though I never really 
wondered why. The corridors were usual ly empty, and living on the U" floor brought about a chilling quiet And 
whtohliarelysuriiassed the point of scary. Try walling down tlmtcorridorm night Freaky. Especially for a person 
barely 10 0 moved out at 14 but that's another story). Many times when I got home from school there would no one 
home, and it wan the any? rune aa wu after night religious rjasK f nn shit, 1 did attend i mrh Hassral nr night tuition. 

1 didnt really have a playmate, apart from my neigh bo ur who lived 3 doors away. His name was Tang Wei Kit We 
played almost everyday, whether it was the Sega console, soccer, checkers or badminton. He probably kept me alive 
) ust by being there for me. And was an only child too. 

Being an only child meant constant loneliness, which can branch out into many differed tHngs. It ran raise or 
diminish onp'aitvnfirLHirg, Hi-rn-nrHng nn his/her environment It can develop into paranoia, or breed a strong wilL 
An only child can have many playmates, but the feeling of independence will remain because the child will realize 
that at the end of the day, there are no siblings to relate to. 

The early years of my child hood; being kept at home most of the tune, affected my relationship with people 1 
became shy. And in tlie face of trouble I vvodd back out rather than fight back. I was afraid — not of being beaten 
ii p- but getting into trouble and leaving my parents with a huge headache. Needless to say 1 tried to belong to 
lessen the insecurity. I searched for an identity but ended up conf used. 

I thought I was mentally disturbed for a while. I tried poking myself once with a kitchen knife at 7, wondering if I 
would die. Until I heard my mom coining out of her room. I was also talking to myself. No imaginary friend 
bullshit, just literally voicing out stuff in my head. I always thought that, when I was not looking, all human beings 
turned into ghastly monsters with green snmy skin and had feelers, you know Hke fucking aliens. I wanted to slash 
my wrist to see how it would feel to have blood spluttering about, though 1 never did try. Interestingly 1 also 
watched what I say for fear of saving something wrong. In the early stages of puberty when I discovered 
masturbation and pornography, I wondered if there were any surveillance cameras In the house. 
1 was a paranoid tittle fellow. 

The rehgious classes I attended were mundane. At first I "believed". Out of fear. I didnt have any alternative way of 
life offered to me when I was raised. With time 1 began questioning things and eventually I cou Id n't be bothered 
with religion at all.

Again we took the punkrock bus with everyone cramming in the vehicle. Like all bus rides, its Rp 1,000 per 
ride wherever you go.

Wlien the bus passed the crowded junctioo on the way to Rontax Studio I realized that there were 2 men 
literally outside the bus clinging on to the window grilles. Bub going at breakneck speed. That isnt punkrock 
anymore. That's fucking rock and roll! 

Wlien we reached the venue there was already a small crowd tanning. Kids and curious villagers gathered tu 
watck Picture thia; a nick show in the middki of a village with dense vegetation and » railway station across 
the street Not a lot of heavy distorted stuff here just really intense music with a simple set up. 
Steve dished out his trademark distorted Silk punk rock, and shared the stage with a few other bands (thia 
show didn't have a flyer so please excuse my ignorance. 1 ), with Marjinal (the Tempequality guys with an 
almost acapella set ofanthemic punk), Everybody Loves Irene (superb dream pop) and some good soft rock 
by Virgin Mary and Rangga and a couple of other bands I missed out (sorry).

We were 
greeted by some friendly punks at the gate who invited us in. I spoke whatever bits of Bahasa possible but 
was quickly distracted by the amazing interior of the place. Like Ika's place; artwork (both avant garde and 
political artwork) decorated the walls. There was a rack with shirts done up by the people in the collective as 
weD as a shelf with tapeB and cds and buttons and patches for sale. I went up to the second storey to find 
more punks in there, messing about with a computer and some music equipment We sat down and 
introduced ourselves, engaging in casual banter thereafter. 

Within minutes a bunch of university students came in. I was amazed at the openness of everyone. In 
Singapore there is an invisible wall with 'active punks' and 'normal people 1 with both parries thinking that 
the other is a bunch of freaks. Partly true though. 

Anyway one of them (Mike) offered to bring us on a small tour of the place. He showed us materials nsed, 
artwork, their little library, their kitchen (punkrock!) and more. 1 immediately bought a bag (which the 

collective made from scratch!) with the words "KAMPUNGKU - T1NQGAL KENANQAN" (my hometown - 
what it left are memories) and a compilation tape. 

We spent a few hours talking and making friends, 1 even did some translations for Steve (suddenly 1 felt so 
important 1 Ilaha). Overall it was a great night, we went back to Ika's place close to II, feeling overwhelmed 
by this constructive emerience.

Thailand Scene Report, July 2004 

My name is Chiis and I have lived here In Bangkok, Thailand for about 6 years. I run a small hardcore label 
here. I also do a zine sometimes - ts been a long time since the last issue was released - and I help to 
-organize shows for visiting bands from other countries; all of which I will get to below. Over the years, I have 
written a handful of scene reports about Thailand, with the first going back to about 1999. At that time, there 
wasnt much to write about because there was practically no hardcore/punk scene here to speak of. But 
things have changed a lot since then and Thailand's hardcore/punk scene is bigger and more thoughtful 
than it has ever been. In fact, as I sit down to write this report I am worried that I will forget to include some 
bands/people who deserve mention. So before I get to the traditional scene report - active bands and labels 
and contact addresses - 1 would like to say this... it has been amazing to watch a scene here develop over 
the years. Bangkok is a city where there are so many negative things to get involved in... so much poverty, 
so much crime, drugs, etc.lt is a city where impoverished kids from one technical school often fight with 
kids from other technical schools Just because they wear a different uniform and sometimes even kill each 
otherl So to go to a show hem and watch a couple hundred kids from all over Bangkok, an over Thailand, 
from all different backgrounds, jump around, mosh, climb over each other's heads, scream for change and 
just generally have a great time with no fighting and no bullshit. . . well, hell, punk rock is a beautiful thing, fa 
glad tobeapartofitandlfeel lucky to have been able to contribute even In a small way to the hardcore 
punk scene here in Thailand. A lot of people who come from countries with long standing hardcore punk 
scenes start to take it for granted'. We forget that punk rock can change people's lives. We forget that there 
are some countries where the educational systems - high school and university - are so lacking in critical 
thought that punk rock and the ideas and politics that go along with It are vital and new and exciting They 
forget that for kids m some countries punk rock is the only exposure they get to anything that questions and 
opposes the mainstream. ANYTMNGI , - ; , : • ^ ■ V . 

Ok... and on we go... 

Prior to 2000, there was a longstanding underground metal scene here and there stffl is, but there werent 
any real hardcore/punk bands. That began to change a few years ago. One of Thailand's first hardcore 
bands is License To Kill who formed in Bangkpk in 2000 or so and began playing shows. LTK play very 
heavy and political hardcore with some old school punk influences. They have yet to release anything, but 
plan to at some point this year. Soon to follow were more bands - Superman, System Sucker, Vicious 
Circle, all hardcore with some metal influences, and then Pua Of Social, who are from a city a few hours 
north-east of Bangkok called Khon Kaen and border on grind-core, are very heavy and Incorporate some 
traditional Thai music here and there as well. Shows started getting organized more often and more bands 
began to arrive on the scene. As Is often the case with hardcore bands, some didn't last long and many 
broke up before releasing anything. But the wheels had been set in motion and for every band that has 
broken up or disappeared, one has stuck around and two more have come to take their place. THHC is alive 
and well today. License To Kill, Pus Of Social and System Suckers all continue to play shows whenever 
possible. And new bands such as Zealot (meta,l-core), Bom From Pain (really good NY style hardcore). 
Innocent Blood (mosh-metal hardcore) and Failure Trace (grind-core) have also come on the scene as 
well as A-Zero, Satyr, See Sao, etc CONTACTS - Pus Of Social: kkxug@hotmail.com or.

Some don't 
have e-mail and others don't read or write much English. 

While things were getting started here in Bangkok, a punk scene also began to emerge in Chiang Mai, a city 
in' the very north of Thailand, about 12 hours journey from Bangkok. A woman named Sophie opened a punk 
bar and tattoo shop up there called Chaos City . Serving as a meeting place for kids up there interested in 
punk rock and hardcore, Sophie and the Chaos city crew started putting on small shows as wail as 
organizing gigs In other venues. Bands began to form and now Chiang Mai also has a scene of its own. 
Chiang Mai bands have come down to Bangkok and played arid Bangkok bands have returned the favor. 
Sophie also started a punk rock band of .her own called Atomic Influx, and earlier this year they serf- 
released their debut CD called "Sickened" addressing everything from the child sex trade to selling out to 
major labels. Chaos City eventually had to close as rent became too expensive, but they continue to 
organize gigs up there and Sophie now has a small diy distro so that kids up there have access to punk and 
hardcore from around Asia and the world. CONTACT - Sophie: ironthom@hotmaiLcom 

Also, around trie same time m the city of Khon Kaen, the singer of Pus Of Social, Pond, started a hardcore 
website and began organizing small shows up there. His site offers a chance for kids around Thailand to get 
some Info about hardcore in Thai and Pus Of Social are very active and come down to Bangkok to play 



sales, which in turn affects payment of rent Pure 
friendship and punkrock ethics unfortunately does 
not pay the rent hence the inevitable closure of the 
store. 

What will the future hold?

BASEMENT Records Store 

When I was in Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia, in 
2003 for my first "punkrock holiday" to celebrate 
the end of my stupid National Service, I hooked 
up with long time contact Shammir (ex 24 
Reasons, cuirently running Life On The Edge 
Recs and Basement Store), staying at his pad 
with the rest of the collective, and among the 
highlights of the trip was the much talked about 
Basement Records Store. 

The store was neatly tucked away in a quiet 
comer in the basement floor of what looked like 
a half-office half-shops building. Well it would 
have been quiet if not for the grindcore that was 
blasting from the speakers of, you guessed it. 
Basement Records Store (hence the name). Th* 
building looked fairly old. but then again I an 
from spic-and-span, too-clean Singapore. 

The moment I stepped in I was blown away 
by everything I saw. Fucking neat posters and fly- 
ers of international hardcore bands filled the oth- 
erwise dull walls. Cool records and CDs and 
tapes stacked on hand made wooden racks with 
amazing prices. 

Needless to see it wasn't my last time there. 

I was back in KL in December that very year 
on tour with Steve Towson, again crashing with 
the same cool guys and listening to awesome 
music and reading insightful literature. Again I 
spent a quarter of the day hanging out at the store 



and talking to whoever wis in charge of running 
the store on that day. 

The last time I was in KL was the last few 
days of March and the first week of April this 
2004. By then I had already roughly figured out 
the condition the store was in, modus operandi 
and all. 

Like most volunteer run stores particularly 
within the punk he spectrum, money was always 
a problem. My chats with the volunteers made 
me realize that a huge fraction of the sales in the 
store were from friends themselves. 

This is also partly due to the number of active 
distros in the area of Kuafa Lumpur and In 
Malaysia as a whole. Which is tad because every- 
one is affected, I have always believed that dis- 
tros should work together and communicate so 
■no more than one distro will bring in the lame 
item. So there wouldn't be any silly "competi- 
tion." 

In addition to that, there are also rising social 
costs and people are getting retrenched all over 
the region, so the "spending power" of the regu- 
lar punkrocker will be considerably reduced. 

With Basement clearly a victim of circum- 
stances, I foresaw a possible closure or revamp of 
the Basement Records Store collective idea and 
decided to make the effort to highlight Basement 
Records Store as a benchmark of Malaysian 
hardcore, just in case my worst fears came true, 
And on the 27 th June 2004, my fears were 
confirmed. Basement had closed its doors. At 
least for now. But before you say "FUCK!!!*', fret 
not for as you read this, planning is underway for 
a possible re-opening of Basement, this time in 
Singapore! Will keep you posted.

A sensible economical tactic adopted by the 
collective would be the bulk trading of releases 
with overseas labels. For example the collective 
would trade 30 copies of one of their releases 
with 30 copies of a non-local release from a label 
from Europe, With minimal wholesale purchases 
in its proceedings, the collective is able to sell 
those imported releases at relatively about the 
same price as a locally made release, with only 
slight increments to cover overheads. Hope you 
get my drift because I don't know how to present 
these terms in business language! At the end of 
the day all is fair and square. Punkrock! 

Mechandise and music are all sold at a rea- 
sonable price. CDs for RM10 to RM25, tapes for 
RM 5, shirts for RM 20 and more! Also brilliant 
lilkscreened shirts and buttons as well as the 
occassional zine. 
Rroblems 

As with most, if not all, stores that stock up 
hardcore punk merchandise will encounter prob- 
lems with the authority/customs over copyright 
uncertainties (fuck copyrights but of course 
"they" will never understand what we punks 
mearfby that). Basement Store also had to apply 
for a permit which in other words is a declaration 
of what they sell (censorship in disguise!). It also 
came to a point where they would have to place a 
sticker on some of the music records/CDs sold 
(done in the fashion of the UPC code) to prove 
that they were "legal". Bah. 
Also, as pointed out earlier, the fact that the core 
of the "business" stems from friends has affected

I have asked people around the world who do zine a to write about how and 
why they do them and why they think zines are Important to a positive hardcore scene.My hope is that the 
columns will inspire some kids here to start zines of their own. I also do a small label and distro. Both these 
projects were bom out of necessity. There is very little hardcore available here and imports are way too 
expensive for most kids to afford. So I started having my friends from NY bring stuff when they came to visit 
me here and offering it here for a reasonable price. That was still too expensive for a tot of kids here, though, 
so I started a small label called Elephant Eye Records and began doing cassette releases of bands from : 
abroad that kids here liked. This made it possible to for kids to buy records for toss than 2 dollars US. I also 
trade a lot of it with other dry distros and labels in Asia to make more records from punk bands around the 
worid.available here in Thailand. This year, we released our first CO, RAM BO, and we have a bunch more 
lined up for release this year.

We hope to have that out and available around August or September, (f we make any profits from the Thai 
comp all of it will go to starting a Food Not Bomb* collective here in Bangkok. Contact - 
www.

There isn't much political activism within the hardcore scene here at present Yea and myself and the others 
involved think thai starting a Food Mot Bombs collective here and getting kids out feeding the homeless 
might be a good first step to bringing the politics of hardcore/punk out Into the community. At soma point you 
have to stop just screaming for change and get out there and try to make a little change. And there is a tot 
here that needs changing - poverty, homelessness, drugs, prostitution, corruption, religious conflict in the 
south, disenfranchised hill tribe people in the north, and did I mention corruption? Thailand has a rich history 
of student activism, but it seems that those days students here are more Interested In getting the newest eel 
phone than they are in getting involved in any kind of activism Hopefully that will change. And hopefully Ihe 
hardcore/punk scene here will be a part of bringing about that change. 

We're pretty excited about the Thai hardcore compilation and have wanted to do It for a long time. One of 
the biggest problems bands hare face Is money. Thailand is a fairly poor country and a lot of people In 
Bangkok make just a couple hundred dollars a month. Some bands have difficulty just finding the money to 
pay for a practice studio. Recording something Is even more expensive. Most of the bands that have done 
proper releases are thos* mat have the resources/money at theV disposal and those that haven't done any 
releases have riot done so due to the cost We hope that by oolrig this comp We can get some of those 
bands heard around the world and put Thai hardcore on themaft- W P<- US

Hello once again. My debut report in the May issue of MRR was met with really posi- 
tive response, mostly to thank me for giving extensive info (thank me7! I should thank 
you for giving a fuckl) and a chance to check out the bands from this part of ihe world. 
Cheers to the folk who offered to buy or trade the SE Asia mixiapc. 

Al expected, I also mixed up some facts about early hardcore in Singapore and 
Malaysia (which is why I don't like talk about it when I havent got ray facts right!), and 
if that wasn't bad enough, I missed out some essential bits too. Cheers to Yahoo D for 
the corrections. 

Also I will be continuously talking to those who were there in the moshpits in the 
late 80s or early 90s, and gather as much info on the history of Singapore, Malaysia and 
hopefully the other countries in the region at well. 

These bands were an integral part of early Sinagpore hardcore; Mind Rape 
t (crust), 4 Sides (uptempo he), Down Syndrom. Bird Brains (early grind), 



nisor (grind), Rancid Decay (he punk) and Opposition Party (early punk. Also the first* 
Singapore punk band to get on vinyl). 

Its still cause for argument whether hardcore spread from Singnpore to Malaysia or vice versa, but 
at the moment I don't care. I' m celebrating the activity of DIY hardcore now in the wake of the Iraq 
war and in the raid* of the Bush administration era (which indirectly affects proceedings in this part 
of the world). . 

Also there has been an overwhelming response to my debut report especially when touring is 
concerned. Some bands have contacted me directly upon reading the report. Lump chose bands 
together with those who have already planned to come to the region way before the report wu writ- 
ten and we have a crazy number (i possible dozen) of bands from all over the world planning to 
come over to South East Asia on tour from now till the end of 2005. 

Needless to say it will be fantastic. But I cannot emphasize enough how much understanding I 
need from those who plan to come here (regardless of when). South East Asia is not exactly the most 
affluent of areas on the globe. Currency imbalances are still pretty much obvious amongst neigh- 
bouring countries and more so with countries in other parts of the world. So you do NOT make 
money here. Be prepared to spend (fortunately, not much since everything here is so cheap) more 
than you make out of this tour. Take it as a cheap punkrock holiday and a totally different experi- 
ence from where you are from. Do not expect tight schedules with shows everyday. Most kids who 
set up tours need to work or go to school or simply cant afford to string that many shows together. 
Venues are sorely lacking, and the saying "money does not go on trees" can never be more relevant 
here. ' 

Recently bands like RAMBO (USA) and BATTLE OF DISARM, VOCO PROTESTA and 
POWER OF IDEA (Japan) loured the region.. .sparking crazy moshpits in Singapore and playing 
in front of literally thousands in DIY shows across Indonesia. 
Updates for the South East Asian tour circuit 

Those of you who read my first installment would recall that the theme topic concerned region- 
al DIY tours and in particular highlighted a certain South East Asian Tour Circuit, The aforemen- 
tioned "circuit" is an unofficial collective of individuals who have worked together (not necessarily 
on the same tour project) to co-ordinate tours for bands coming to the region. Being part of that 
"group" I also mentioned that I occasionally book bands who go on tour over here. And as for the 
tours I book, they will be run under my label PROHIBITED PROJECTS. On a side note, I would 
like to further clarify how I can help by with detailed explanations of how I am able to 1) manage 
and/or 2) co-ordinate and/or 3) help in the tours 

•Manage - when I "manage" a tour, I co-ordinate everything. Will travel with the band, I book 
every show, I wUl decide where to go, wUl do up budgets, get places to crash, highlight whatever 
that is needed, etc etc. I will also pay for my own transport and personal expenses. Should you want 
to reimburse me any amount because you think I deserve it, then 1 would gladly accept it but don't 
worry I wont expect any if its beyond what you can afford! 

•Co-ordinate - 1 will establish contacts and clinch shows as well as plan a rough itinerary, dou- 
ble check and confirm everything at least 2 weeks before the band in question lands in the region. 1 
will basically do ts much as possible related to tour "management" (see above) BUT ONLY if I can 
afford it. 

■Help out - have a small scale role because in most of such instances it means 1 cannot afford to 
be part of the tour team. I can help score shows, be a correspondent for those who are not yet in 
:oniact with the band in question, help out and generally just hang out and show the band 

Unfortunately I am not rich and I can only "manage" 2 or 3 tours a year, so If I come to a point 
whereby 1 cannot afford to "manage" a tour anymore, yet at the same time no one else is able to do 
so, the band in question must be willing to cover my transport (flight, coach) expenses at least. 
Conversely there are other options (eg: a band can choose to be adventurous and try going about 
without a guide), and we all understand that no one in the punkrock scene is rich hence I can nego- 
tiate or help source out some alternative solutions.

Statement #1 : First Quarter report 2004 

First off I would like lo thank tltc MRR crow for 
agreeing to my proposed quarterly feat urc -re ports 
cn Ihc goings-on in Ihc DIY hardcore punk scene 
here in South East Asia. 

I am aware that I am way off in terms of liming 
(this pilut submission was supposed to be in for the 
December 2003 issue of MRR, but 1 flaked wiih my 
crazed schedule), but I hope everyone forgives ine 
fo. Ihis. 

Where is South East Asia? Also sometimes 
referred to as the Far East, it consists or countries 
like Indonesia, Singapore, Thailand, Malaysia, 
Philippines, Vietnam, Brunei, Cambodia, Laos, etc. 
Hardcore punk-wise tht: only active scenes arc in 
Singapore (where I was bom and bred), Molaysia. 
and Borneo (which includes Malaysian stales 
Sarawak and Sabah and naiion-in-itscir Brunei), 
Inuonesia, The Philippines, and Thailand. 

There has been the odd band in Brunei and even 
Myanmor! 

A popular misconception is lhai SE Asian coun- 
tries are in the same region as oilier countries like 
Japin and Korea. They are not. Those are North 
Easiern countries. And countries like Iran arc 
Mi< die Eastern. South Enst Asian countries arc full 
or coconut trees, not mow and deserts. 

1 also want lo stress that these arc noi scene 
rcpt rts per sc; I have written n Tew over ihc years 
and lo be honest I'm lick of wriiing ihem. One rea- 
son is the tedious typing, ariotlier reason is that Mm 
Singapore hardcore punk scene has watered down 
to rnoybc Just 15% of what it used to be, and to 
writ : detailed reports of any other country would be 
impossible— simply because 1 don't iivc anywhere 
else. 

What I hope to do is to send at least one rcalurc 
every quarter, with topics like (Tor example) The 
history or straight edge in Malaysia, or d documen- 
tary oTthc scene in specified locations like Manila 



Every report will Include updates of the scenes 
in each or Ihc "active" countries, and perhaps some- 
day, an emergence of a hardcore punk band in a 
place where no one expected punk rock would exist. 



around longer than most people think. I haven't 
done any intensive research yet. but rrom what I 
bear rrom scene veterans, the oldest scene is in the 
Philippines, bcrore it spread to Malaysia. 
Singapore, and Indonesia. Proor or that would be 
Ihc existence or Filipino bands like Aggressive Dog 
Attack and The Dead Ends. Tliere have also been 
■MM records / liipcs of late ROs thrash bands like 
Nueloineron (Singapore) and early 90s stuff from 
Malaysia like Infectious Maggots and I think also 
Marhn Spike, which spawned an artcrwave of the 
first generation of Singapore hardcore like Rouen 
Germ, Bawlout. and Stompin Ground. 

Luk Haas of Tian An Men 89 also released Injuk 
Bttlik! a 7" compilation or Indonesian bands. Then 
again I cannot say much because I was not around 
or active in ihc scene until the mid 90s. 

I am, however, compleicly certain about ilw luck 
surrounding Thailand's scene. It is a scene barely a 
few years old and pretty much in its infancy, and a 
lot of credit should go to Chris Ltippi of Wreck Age 
who is from New York hut moved to Bangkok to 
work He has introduced a lot or the DIY elements 
or hardcore punk to Thai kids, while at tltc same 
lime he has pretty much remained on common 
ground, in (he sense that he helps the scene (here 
not for credit or status but because or his passion for 
DIY hardcore punk, Another gift Tor Thailand is 
that, despite its "new school" status, it has been able 
to witness a lot of good hardcore from other parts oT 
(he glohc, with most bands taking a stopover at 
Bangkok or Chiang Mai whenever they lour 
Malaysia. 

However there arc traces or early punk and 
metal in Thailand. MelnJ has been definitely been 
around a bit longer with bonds like Heretic Angel. 
And a trickle of early punk would be Traffic Jem. a 
compilation 7" of Thai bands also released by Luk 
Hans' Tinn An Men 89 Records. Check oul the Tian 
An Men 89 site at www.geocitics.com/tame9nls 

I hope that people, after reading ihis. will pick 
tip a pen and write or email someone in SE Asia and 
help bring punk rockers closer to one another. 

Also, lo keep myself sane, I will mostly keep 
within the hardcore punk emo grind genre, though 



in the DIY platform. This is not discrimination of 
genres, but please understand that it's only logical 
for someone lo discuss something that Ihey are 
ramiliar with. 

On to the highlight topic of this debut feature; 

THE SOUTH EAST ASIAN DIY Tour Circuit 

As I mentioned earlier, there arc only five active 
countries in the hardcore punk scene here in SE 
Asia: Singapore, Malaysia. Indonesia, Thailand and 
The Philippines. 

Bands outside the region have toured at least 
two of tile countries in each of ihcir tours — 
Australian grind basiards Warsorc (1998), Damage 
Digital (Japanese grind, 2001). Container Crustics | 
from Hell (Dutch grind punk, 1999 I think), Code | 
1 3 (USA hardcore. 2000) and more recently Rai Ko 
Ris (Nepali punk. 2002). Wojctcch and C:lai 1 
(German punk grind and noise. 2003) Cohol. Tiala, 
and Gauge Means Nothing (all Japanese post he 
bonds. 20O3) and Steve Towson (Australian folk 
punk 2003). 

There were also other acts who have played in 
the region, like The Business and The Gloria 
Record, but they were nil brought in by corporate 
labels, 1 don't think I want to talk aboul that, for 
obvious reasons. 

There ire bands coming ovcrjn months to come, 
like USA's R.A.M.B.O. in March and April 20O4 as 
well is rumors or Japan's Power Of Idea and Battle 
Or Disarm coming over and many others slill in dis- 
cussion. 

If you're interested in how things are done lour 
wise, here's the lowdown. 

Airfare 

Bands would htvc to pay for their airfare here. 
Economy-wise, most ir not all or SE Asian curren- 
cies are weaker than the US dollar, ihc Sterling 
pound, or the Euro. And most or the sccncslers arc 
working just io feed themselves- very, few scen- 
esters in lite DIY circle ore wealthy, and even so, 
because oT the currency misalignments, they arc not 
able lo pay for your flights. ^ 






Domestic trnnsport, ''V 
Tliis totally depends on availability. In true punk 
rock style, in some places there are tcencslcrs with 
access to vans or cars and can ferry you around 
from place to place. Most times, though, you're on 
your own because a lot of us have to work to sur- 
vive, let alone a/ford a personal van. With the 
exception of Singapore (where everything is fuck- 
ing expensive), domestic transport is affordable, be 
they trains that lake you in between stales or buses 
they are all very cheap when compared to the US 
dollar or Euro. 

Currency 

As I have mentioned, most of the currencies here 
ore weak compared to the US dollar and Euro, and 
the strongest currencies arc in Singapore ' and 
Brunei, since these countries are economically 
competent, with Singapore being almost a mini- 
America and Brunei an oil-rich state. 

Food 

Once again, cheap and easy to find. It's a bit tricky 
to find vegetarian restaurants In Malaysia, but you 
could always request for dish without meal 
Vegetarians who have been to Malaysia haven't 
really complained, so that says quite a bit about 
food avatlability. Most of the food is hygienic as 
well, and the local contacts that you have will 
always wam you in the case of any diseases e £ • 
avtan flu aka bird ^ which i, currently afTecting 
rurjoual poultry industries. 

Equipment 

Organiiers across the region all share the same 
credo. Share the equipment as much as possible. 
This is nothing but common sense really. All 
bands, local or foreign, share the amps and drums 
and mics. which are usually rented out by the show 
organizer If bands choose to change snares or 
.amps for example, that would be fine but this is 
minor stuff and can be sorted out prior to the show 
The. only necessary things to bring over are your 
muniments and what have yous. No need for I 



bulky drums or amps! Still if you are not able to 
bring your guitar because your kid brother 
smashed it against Ihc oven, feel free to let the lour 
coordinator or show organizer know and things can 
be sorted out. 

Language 

English is nut the first language of moil of the 
countries. In Singapore. English is the national Ian- 
guagc. what with a combination of Chinese 
Indian. Malay, and Eurasian communities. 
Malaysia's first language is. well, Malay (Bahasa 
Melayu). but English is also' a second language. In 
the Philippines. Tagalog ll the native tongue, bul 
most Filipinos are also fluent in English. In 
Thailand, however, few people speak English, and 
those who can cither speak it very well or terribly. 
Of course, those in the [ravel industry can speak It 
fairly well, but not necessarily everyone else. It 
would help to Icam basic Thai before you step In 
(hey. imagine if you need to shit and can't find a 
toilet and need to ask someone!), but don't worry, 
that's optional. "Sawadce Kap" means llcllo. by the 
way Indonesia has Bahasa Indonesia, a cousin of 
Ihc Bahasa Melayu tongue spoken in Singapore 
and Malaysia. English is no. a first language, so 
lake note. 

Accommodation 

In.lruc punk rock tradition, most tcencslcrs can get 
you a place to stay for free. And even if you cannot 
get a place to crash (true for Singapore with most 
scencsters living with their families/spouses also 
partly due to the high cost of living alone/in a punk 
rock crash pad) budget hotels are in abundance. For 
example, guest houses in Bangkok cost as little as 
USS5 per night, and in Singapore you can gel a 
reasonable guest house for USS8-SI0 per person. 

A recommended place to stay in Singapore 
would be Ah Chew hotel in Bugis. with a cofTee 
shop just downstairs and cheap vegetarian restau- 
rants within walking distance. There are also plen- 
ty of guesthouses in the vicinity. 




Peak Periods /National Holidays , . • 
With an abundance of ethnic groups and cultures, it 
must be noted [hat there are various festive seasons 
all across the region. The Muslims have their, fjari 
Raya Haji celebrations, and one month before' Ll 
it would be the fasting month of Ramadhan. The 
Chinese have Chinese New Year, and the Hindus 
have Dcepovali and Thaipusam. the Buddhists have 
Vesak Day and of course Ihc international 
Christmas. You might say "so what, I'm punk rock 
and don't care." Neither do I. but you must realize 
that even if the whole scene is made up of atheists, 
the rest of the country is not. Transport operations 
will take days off, or Increase their prices by 150% 
or Muff like that. Venues will be closed and people 
will shuttle back and forth to their hometowns for 
celebrations. Also, school vacations are long in the 
months of June and most of November and 
December, though I'm also sure that this applies 
everywhere. Goes without saying that students use 
this stretch of the holidays for- cheap vacations, 
hence a haywire lime in flight and out-of-state 
coacli/ferry bookings in and around [he region. So 
always check wiih your SE Asian contact about 
National Holidays and if your plans fall on a busy 
period like Ihe Chinese New Year fortnight; lake 
my advice and adjust your schedule. 

Travel Information 

Singapore, Malaysia, and Thailand are three coun- 
tries linked by land (see map attached) while 
Indonesia is a cheap (light or boal ride away and 
Philippines unfonunately is a notso-chesp airfare 
away. Mosl bands, when they lour here, cover Ihe 
Singaporc-Malaysia-Thailand peninsula. Some 
bands just stop al these three countries for money 
and lime reasons, and sometimes just lour 
Singapore and Malaysia (two countries which 
share the world's busiest inter-state border). Those 
who can afford it will then fly off to Philippines 
(Code 13) or Indonesia (Wojczcch). No band has 
ever loured the Famous Five countries, but if 
you're keen to break that jinx 1 think we could have 
a lot of smiling punks soon. 
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who lour the Singapore- 
Malnysia-Thallond (on ascending south to north 
order in Ihc attached map) peninsula usually begin 
their tours In either Singapore or Thailand. 

Singapore, which is a small city-state, is also 
Ihe moat expensive of the Famous Five. Bands 
much down, contact tlieir organizer, play a show 
or two and head up 10 Malaysia. 

Malaysia is just minutes away along the ever- 
busy Causeway, a bridge linking llic two countries 
to each other. Mosl scencsters in the two countries 
have been in close contact for years, a result of 
years of diplomatic relations, and hence commu- 
nicate well. Mosl hardcore punk shows in 
Malaysia take place In Johor (the first place you 
step in from Singapore). Kuala Lumpur (its capi- 
tal), and Pcnang (an offshore island city). 

From there bands make their way to Thailand. 
Most shows happen In capital Bangkok, and occa- 
sionally Chiang Mai. which Is further up north. 
From Bangkok, bands can; 

• choose to fly direct to Ihc fourth country of llicir 
choice (Indonesia or the Philippines). 

• head nonh to Chlangmai for more shows 

• take a reverse detour to play mote shows in 
Malaysia or Singapore, 

• fly off lo Indonesia or Philippines from 
Malaysia/Singapore, or 

• go home 

Budget airlines luch as Alrasia and Valuair 
have jusl sprung up making It cheaper lo ny 
domestically, ll is a fast-developing Induslry and 
hopefully will help a lot InSE Asian louring, since 
praclleally all of llicir air routes go In and around 
Ihc region. Otherwise ll would be a bit of a waste, 
because Indoncala and Philippines have massive 
scenes, and I mean really really massive. The only 
way 10 go to Philippines Is 10 Ry. and lu acllve 
scenes are In Manlli and Davab City, among oth- 
ers. I haven't been llterc so I am nol really in a 
position lo document on anything, bul I hope 10 do 
so soon. 

As for Indonesia, it has a huge mainland and 
countless Island masses wllh hundreds upon mil- 
lions of people. There's a craiy punk scene,^ and 



various DIY labels. From whal I hear there have 
been house shows, street shows at 2 fucking am, 
and more. Also I have yet to step In there for hard- 
core punk reasons, though I plan lo do so in April 
2004— so maybe I can aclually comment more on 
Indonesia's massive hardcore punk scene in a | 
fiilure installment of A PA KHABAR7 (how arc 
you? in Malay). 

Why do I call this a tour circuit? I call it that 
because of ihc close-knil network over scencsters 
ncross all countries Involved, and with ihe Internet 
getting more and more accessible ihings will gel 
even belter. Interestingly, many scencsters who 
usually don'l see eyc-lo-eye can sometimes even 
woik together lo make sure a lour works. So if that 
isn't a good sign I don'l know whal is. Thai's 
about it for the first installment. The South East 
Asian DIY Tour Circuit will be repealed whenev- 
er significant developments are made over time. 

Here arc some people you should contact in 
South East Asia wllh regards lo tours here. The 
people lislcd have been involved one way or 
another in SE Asian DIY louring. Note that this 
list is non-exhaustive and hopefully you will see
